Cicero's Projected Improvements. 


It is intimated that the various contracts 


which the Town Board of Cicero is making or 
proposes making with water, electric lighting, 
and other quasi-public companies are intended 
to anticipate or else to head off annexation. 
It is supposed in Cicero that the city will not 
be disposed to vote for annexation if it means 
increased contract and tax burdens for the 
city. Itso happens, however, that on the 
same day that the annexation is to be sub- 
mitted to the people of the two municipali- 
ties the people of Cicero will be called upon 
to pass on the principal tax propositiona, They 
may vote them down. 
Couhty Bonds Mature May. 1. 

One million four hundred thousand dollars 
of county 7 per cent bonds will mature May 
1. The county will take up $100,000 of the 
bonds for retirement. The other $1,300,000 
will be refunded as 4 per cent bonds. And 
they will be placed on the Chicago market for

NEW LOOPS AND A NEW SCHEME. 


How It Is Proposed to Run More Cars on 
. the South Side Kalilway. 

S. W. Allerton, one of the directors of the 
Chicago City railway company, in discussing 
the criticisms the Taxpayefs’ Association 
has bestowed on the road, said yesterday: 
We would like nothing better than to run 
the maximum train with two cars behind euch 
grip, but we date not do it. If we tried it our 
loop would break down., It is impossible to 
get a cable strong enough to pulli a 
procession of crowded trains around the loop. 
You see the cables run all the way from our 
power house at Twentieth street to Madison, 
and there the power is transferred to the loop- 
cable by means of big pulleys. There is an 
immense resistance all around the loop, and 
we are running all the cars we dare around it 
now. I have a plan which will remedy the 
difficulty, and I think it will work. It is to 
switch about half the cars before they get to 
the loop, and run them out on the other track. 
It will be easy to make a flying switch of the 
grips, and to have trail cars standing ready 
to be attached. This could be done 
in thirty seconds, and the twelve to 
fourteen minutes now wasted in going 
around the loop would be saved, Another 
scheme that would give us relief would be to 
have a loop on Dearborn street. With 
‘two loops instead of one we could almost 
double the number of cars. 

We are ready to do all we can to increase 
our number of cars, because by doing this we 
will not only give the people better service 


and avoid much annoyance to ourselves, but 


we will greatly increase our earnings.“ 

„What is the present status of the negoiia- 
tions between your company, the city, and the 
Illinois Central railway looking toward the 
raising of the tracks of the latter!“ 

„The Illinois Central is asked to raise its 
tracks at Jackson Park so as to admit street- 
car and other traffic into the grounds. The 
railroad company is asked to contribute $150,- 
000 toward the expense of raising the tracks. 
As we have little to gain by this move we 
thought $150,000 too much, and three weeks 
ago I proposed and secured the passage of a 
resolution offering $50,000. The majority of 
the directors were not in favor at first of of- 
fering anything at all, because they did not 
see how it could benefit our company, but 1 
persuaded them to offer the $50,000, I do not 
know whether the Illinois Central people will 
accept this or not. As far as I know they 
have not as yet taken any action upon it.” 

„% What do you think ot Rigdon's suit 
against your company? 

„Well, Rigdon owns eight hundred-dollar 
shares which are worth about $300 each, My 
idea is that all he wants is to compel us to 
buy him out at a fancy price to get rid of him. 
L believe that if we would offer him tomorrow 
$1,000 apiece for his eight shares he would 
jump at the chance and put out his legal fire- 
works. It is about the same as if he would 
buy or lease a lot next to my house, put up a 
livery stable on it, and then demand a fortune 
from the disgusted community as the price of 
his removal. There is one thing sure, and 
that is that this company will never pay 
him a cent over the market price for his 
stock. I hardly kcow what he is driving at in 
his suit, as the Chicago City railway company 
does not own acent’s worth of the stock of 
the Alley Elevated company. It holds a con- 
‘siderable amount of the bonds of aaa com- 
pany, but no stock.” a

FOOLED THE FIREMEN 


HOW THE . PATROL 
FAILED TO LOCATE A BLAZE, 


After the Departure of the Red Wagon 
with the Loud Gong, the Flames Make 
Themselves Felt and Are Only Subdued 
After a Herd Fight —Giles Bros. and 
Others Suffer Small Losses—The Dam- 
aged Building to Be Demolished Soon 
to Make Room for a ®ky-Scraper. 

One of the elements yesterday morning un- 
dertook to anticipate the purposes of the 
owners of the six-story building at the south- 
east corner of State and Washington streets, 
which is marked for destruction to make 
room for the new $800,000 sky-scraping Colum- 
bus Building May 1. Higgins & Furber own 
the building, which is the landmark of that 
vicinity. Although often visited by fire, the 
last time only two months ago, it has always 
been saved by the prompt efforts of the fire- 
men. Yesterday morning, though, it had a 
close call from the same element, which was

only conquered after fooling the firemen long 
enough to secure a’splendid start in an almost 
inaccessible part of the structure. The loss to 


the many tenants will not exceed $7,500, and } 


the damage to the buildmg is nominal, be- 
cause it is doomed to destruction so soon. All 
the leases expire May 1. 

At 10:30 o’clock yesterday morning a mer- 
curial alarm was turned into the Fire Insur- 
ance Patrol headquarters. The patrolmen 
reached the building,in a hurry. They hunted 
all over the building, but could find neither 
sparks nor smoke, and they returned to their 
quarters. Twenty mimutes later another 
alarm was turned in from the box on the cor- 
ner near the building. Chief Swenie and Mar- 
shal Musham responded before the machines, 
They looked about in vain for fire for some 
time. Then Chief Swenie remembered that 
the roof of the building had been reconstructed 
a few years ago, and suspecting that a false 
roof had been left, he ordered the ax brigade

EXPERIMENTING WITH TURTLES’ EGGS. 


A Queer Industry That Is Being Developed 
at Lisbon, III. 

Among the industries of the State of Illinois 
none is, perhaps, known less about than that 
of turtle culture. And yet it seems that it is 
a branch that receives a considerable anfdunt 
of attention. . 

In Lisbon, III., there is a miniature turtle 
farm. The owner is experimenting with the 
hard-shelled creatures, and 1f his experiments 
prove successful there is a hkelihood that 
real turtle soup will not be quite so uncom- 
mon as at present. : 

Mrs. Edwin Welch of this city, whose father 
is making these experiments at Lisbon, re- 
lated some interesting facts yesterday. 

Last spring,“ she said, my father killed 
a turtle in which he found thirty eggs. He 
put them in an ordinary pan and placed them 
in the garden. They were covered with mud 
to the depth of two inches and so placed as 
to be protected from the rays of the sun a 
portion ot the day. In September sixteen 
turtles were hatched and he succeeded in sav- 
ing the lives of six of these. The remainder 
were devoured by the geese. When - first 


hatched they were of the size of a silver dollar. 


“They live on beef, crawfish, and a variety 
of foods that may be given them. When 
placed in abarrel of whey they thrive and 
grow fat rapidly. They show some signs of 
intelligence, and my father had one turtle that 
would make decided demonstrations of joy 
when father called him. He associated his 
name, which was Dick, with feeding time, 
and was always disposed to respond when he 
heard it called. 

Their shells are scalloped and of a grayish 
color. Although they have no teeth they bite 
viciously, and are dangerous pets to have 
around where there are children. In some 


cases they are usually muzzled by tying their 


heads so that it is impossible to thrust them 
out beyond the shell.“

They are even found to be profitable to the 
roads themselves. After the Pennsylvania 
line elevated its tracks its suburban traffic 
increased. so tremendously, while that 


of the Reading road stood still ors decreased, 


that the latter found it a business necessity to 
follow the example, and it bought a right of 
way, cutting in at least one instance through 
a valuable block for its elevated tracks. As 
for the people of those cities they are de- 
lighted with it, and no wonder, for it is a 
pleasure to ride into the heart of the city at a 
speed of thirty-five or forty miles an hour. 
What Chicago Might Do, 

“There is no reason why bur roads, if their 
tracks were elevated, could not come through 
our city at a speed, if so desired or needed, 
equal to that they attain on the prairie. Asin 
Philadelphia and Jersey City increased speed 
without any danger of crossing accidents | 
would increase the travel. I regard the ele- 
vated system as the only practicable one for 
our city. In New York they have tunnels, 
but that is out. of the question herein the 
opinion of engineers. Public sentiment, as 
well as self-interest, drove the Reading road 
to elevate its tracks, and the same power prac- 
tically directed will effect like results here. 

„Then, too, they had to buy the rights of 
way, while in Chicago all the roads have 
to do is to build the tracks over 
their own grant. And no city in 
the world needs elevated tracks as 
badly as we do. We have t#enty-four trunk 
lines coming into the heart of the city with 
two or three more talked of, while Philadelphia 
has but three and New Yerk only one. I 
shall always hereafter be strongly in favor of 
elevated terminals and I think it is the duty 
of the Council, as it has the power, to compel 
the railroads to use them. 

Can they be built in time for the World's 
Fair?“ 

Just think of how we crawl into this city 
with the idea that at every crossing a citizen 
may be crushed into pulp under the wheels 
and then imagine the pleasure there is in 
rushing into Philadelphia or Jersey City with 
perfect safety. 

A Mile a Month.

What is your opinion of the proposition of 
the . Illinois Central relative to elevated 
tracks?“ | 

The question of a division of the expenses 
between different coporations andthe city is 
one thing, but the vital one ‘is to leave us a 
grade crossing without any depressions or 
elevations or interference with sewer or other 
pipes. I am against any elevation that does 
not give plenty of head room and no depres- 
sions. In the East the tracks are elevated 
fourteen feet and that is high enough 
for teaming, but it would be better if they 
were up sixteen feet. 
tracks the long tunnel beneath them would be 
the darker the lower the tracks were. I do 
not agree with any project to interfere-with 
the present level of the streets.“ 

The Water Problem. 

What do you think of improving the water 
supply and its quality?” 

J understand there has been a good deal of 
discussion on the subject since I have been 
away. The first thing to do is to 
complete the « tunnels; but probably 
the only sure and complete remedy 
is to build the drainage canal—or possibly to 
collect the solid matter that goes mto the 
sewers and utilize it for fertilizers.. But the 
drainage canal ought to give us relief.“ 


How do the streets of Chicago compare in

“The streets of Chicago compare most 
favorably withthem. In New York, outside of 


Broadway and Fifth avenue, the streets are bad- 


ly paved and dirty, and even worse, if anything, 
Then it must be remembered 
that we have 181 square miles of paved streets, 
while New York has not one-half that num- 
ber; and notwithstanding: that they have 
far greater revenue for street  pur- 
poses than we, vet their streets 
are no cleaner, and their sidewalks are block- 
aded with boxes and skids.”

Mulligan was the owner here. of a half 
section of the finest land in the country, 
valued at upwards of $18,000, besides personal 
property to the amount of $15,000 more, mak- 
ing his total properiy valued at not less than 
$30,000.

The day before his death was the first time 
he had ever been known to ask a service of 
anybody.

New Yorx, Jan. 31.— An autopsy has been 
held upon the body of Gen. Henry A. Barnum.

Possibility That the Next Head of the 
Church Will Come from America, 

New York, Jan. 381,—[Speeial.]—Dr. Me- 
Glyun spoke to an audience in Cooper Union 
last night on the possibility of the next Pope 

deing an American. He said that twenty years 

ago it would have sounded ridiculous to talk 
of the prospect of there being an American 
Cardigpl, but the persistent agitation of the 
subject by the American newspapers forced 
the Papal See to appoint a Cardinal in this 
country. The complications of European pol- 
ities, Dr. MeGlynn said, may render it ad- 
visable, on the death of the present Pope, to 
appoint an American as his successor. Some 
such solution of the political questions which 
today agitate Italy must be found or another 
revolution similar to that which shook France 
a century ago would be the result. He con- 
tinued : 

The next conclave of Cardinals will in all prob- 
ability be held out of Rome, which means that 
for the first time in 350 years the Pope will not be 
an Italian. He cannot be a Frenchman or a Ger- 
man, stil] less an Englishman, so that it looks as 
thoug e selection would have to be made from 
this country, in which event Cardinal Gibbons 
would be named. :

in every case magnify the duty, and will be gov- 
erned largely by romantic aspirations and needs. 
In its efforts to protect every one from harm it 
willso add to the cost of doing business as to 
greatly restrict traffic, particularly the freight 
usiness. This last it will not see, and in many 
instances will not consider at all. Wr will not re- 
member, if it ever knew, that every dollar added 
to the cost of working railroads lessens by just so 
much the interchange of traffic, lessens by just 
so much the commercial and ‘social development 
of a country, lessens production and increases 
cost. No-business.can be done that does not at 
least pay the e ad de of operating ; consequent- 
ly, every cent added to such expense increases the 
minimum rate, and, in so far as this is so, de- 
creases that much e limit within which rates 
may be made.’ 

And again: 

“ Efforts to make them absolutely safe are 
purely sentimentdl, as senseless as to make — 
street traffic safe. It is too costly. Cities ana 
countries that indulgein such practices cannot 
compete with others where the ordinary accidents 
of life are accepted philosophically.”

THE BRITISH GENERAL ELECTION. 
There is not much doubt that Lord Salis- 
bury and his Tory advisers have been much 


‘disturbed by the result of the Rossendale 


election, which was won by the Gladstonians 


so handsomely a week ago. But it will be 
well to take the rumor that they have deter- 


‘mined on @ dissolution about Whitsuntide 


with the usual degree of allowance. The 
Rossendale election indicates that the British 
voters are in favor ofa Gladstonian admiuis- 
tration, but that surely is no reason why the 
Tories should conclude to make way for a 
ehange which will put themselves out of office, 
They would rather prolong their official lives, 
and might prefer to wait till sumcthing should 
“turn up’’--to their advantage, The 
Diceye and other spokesmen of the 
Tories in the public press urge that 
the present Parliament be maintained 
the full term permitted by the Septennial act. 
While this might be a perilous policy, because 
it would offend cultivated British sentiment 
to a considerable degree, and might thus hurt 
the Tories, the opinion hitherto has been that - 
there would be a compromise between the ad- 
vice of the ultra Tories like the Diceys and the 
Hamiltons and the philosophical Conservatives 
like Balfour and Gorst—and that the dissolu- 
tion will occur next fall. 

The fall season for a general election always 
has been best for the Tories. It would be pe- 
culiarly advantageous for them this time, In 
the fall the agricultural laborers will be busy 
hundreds of them too busy to vote, Recent 
experience in Devonshire and Dorset proves 
that the fewer agricultural laborers that vote 
the better it is for thé Tories. The election of 
1886 came on about the first of July and lasted 
throughout that month, 
had begun, and the Gladstonians suffered 
thereby through the consequent abstention of 
the harvest laborers from voting. The 
Tories will never advise a general election in 
May or June, a time of comparative leisure 
for English rural working men. 

It is probably true, too, s set forth in re- 
dent dispatches, that the Tories have decided 
to let the Liberal Unionists shift for them- 


. selves. In nearly every case where a Liberal 


Unionist has been put up” to contest a bye- 
election the Gladstonians have won. The 
Liberal Unionist voters of 1886 and the dissat- 
isfied Liberal electora who did not vote have 
nearly all returned to their allegiance to Glad- 
stone. The Tories, having come to the con- 
clusion that this is the case, will not permit 
Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. Goschen, or even the 
Duke of Devonshire to modify their policy. 
Nor will they support Liberal Unionist candi- 
dates for Tory seats. The break has already 
come in Birmingham. where the Tories refuse 
to support John Albert Bright, the Unionist 
Member of Parliament, for reélection, pre- 
ferring to nominate Lord Randolph Churchill 
in his stead, This willi of Wurse cause a split 
between the Tories and their Parliamentary 
allies which niay force a dissolution whether 
the Tories wish it or not. But it is not likely 
that the Tories will voluntarily declare a dis- 
solution a few months after their quarrel with 
the followers of Mr. Chamberlain and Sir 
Henry James. It will be safe to predict that 
the British general election will nat come off 
until/the fall about August or Septem ber. 


LIFE-INSURANCE AND SILVER, 

Tue Txrisune recently presented some sta- 
tistics of life-insurance as bearing on the ques-” 
tfon of free coinage of silver in the United 
States. The figures show that at the begin- 
ning of last year the regular companies doing 
business in this State had in force 84,414 poli- 
cies for an aggregate of $211,654,151, and that 
the totals for the whole of the Unitcd States 
were then 1,320,176 policies for an aggregate 
insurance of $3:620,789,225. These numbers 
and amounts do not include a large and more 
or less valuable industrial insurance, much of 
which is conducted on the plan of paying 
death losses from current contributions. ‘The 
latter are paid in as good money as is re- 
ceived, but that would not be the case with 
regular life-insurance policies in the event of 
free silver coinage being authorized by law. 

Almost every prudent man has taken out 
such a policy, and generally in proportion to 
his means. He has paid his premiums in gold 
or its equivalent, and did so with the expecta- 
tion that the policy would be paid soon after 
his death in good par money of the same value 
as that he paid in. This insurance has been 
taken out for the benefit of wives and chil- 
dren, to keep the wolf from their doors when 
they lapse into the ranks of the widows and 
the fatheriess, and in many cases for a similar 
protection to parents who have declined far in 
the vale of years. If Bland’s silver stumptail 
bill should become a law of the land every 
one of these policies would be paid in 70 cent 
dollars, the policyholders being thus cheated 
out of 30 per cent of the money they bargained 
for. How is that calculated to help the poor 
man? Neither Bland nor any of his fellow- 
eranks has yet answered this question, 

Allowing for a little duplication, a compara. 
tively few having taken out more than one 
policy, there must be at least a million and a 
quarter persons in the United States 
whose lives are thus insured, That 
is one in fifty of the popula- 
tion, but the number of beneficiaries is far 
greater, It cannot be far from one in ten, be- 
cause the insurers are all persons with fami- 
lies, the single man, having no one dependent 
upon him, not having a sufficient motive to 
insure. Taking all the States together, not 
far from half the million and a quarter policy- 
holdersare Democrats, having at least 3,000,- 
000 persons depending upon their policies as 
a partial shield in case the bread winner of 
the household is taken away by death. How 
many of these Democrats desire to have their 
policies liquidated in 70 cent dollars? 
How many of them would de- 
sire Bland’s knavish bill to become 
a law if they once understood the in- 
iquity wrapped up in this single consequence 
of the measure? Tens of thousands of Missou- 
rians, in Hland's own State, hold life insurance 
policies. Do they want those policies to be 
paid in free silyer, worth 70 cents on the dol- 
lar? It may éafely de assumed they do not, 
and that if they once co:aprehended the 
meaning of the free-coinage dollar, in a re- 
duction of nearly one-third in the amount 
of protection supposed-to have been effected 
for their wives and little ones, they would hoot 
down the scheme and the men who father it. 
They would protest vigorously against bemg 
robbed in that way of a large part of the fund 
they had supposed to be seeured by dint of 
econemizing and n den their current 
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set aside for the benefit of otherwise helpless 
ones when the latter have been robbed of 
their natural protector by the hand of death. 
‘this would be the inevitable result of a free- 
coinage law. The silver dollar coined and 
circulated under it would only buy 70 cents’ 
worth of food and clothing, only pay 70 cents’ 
worth of rent, only purchase 70 cents’ worth 
of any other creature comfort needed to sup- 
port the woman and children after the father 
and husband has left them forever. That is 
what the Bland silver dollar would bring. 


— 


UNIFORM MONEY ‘SYSTEM. 

The Chicago proposition in regard to the 
silver question is almost unanimously ap- 
proved by the National Board of Trade now 
in session at Washington. The proposal is to 
memorialize the National Government to pro- 
mote and sécure at the earliest possible date 
au international conference for the adjust- 
ment of a fixed rate between gold and silver, 
and until such international agreement has 


been reached all legislation aiming at the free 


coinage of silver or the repeal of the present 
law shall be strenuously opposed. During the 
debate it was declared to be regarded as de- 
sirable that the international conference 
should result in a uniform system of money 
in the United States and Europe, so that the 
English pound shall be worth five of our dol- 
lare all over the civilized world. 

The Chicago idea, as expressed by the dele- 
gates from its Board of Trade, is the correct 
one. In strict commereial justice, and as a 
matter of correct government policy, this 
country ought at once to cease paying out on 
silver certificates 70 or 75 per cent of the sil- 
ver against which they were issued. But it 
might be impossible to repeal or modify the 
present law at this time without opening the 
tloodgates of premature silver legislation, and 
that would mean national disaster. It is not 
always the best but the best that is attainable 
which must be sought by a nation as well as 
by the individual, and on that theory we must 
be content to endure the present evil while 
stoutly resisting a greater pending the adop- 
tion of a grand international policy that will 
free us from both. It is as certain as 
daylight that ti country could not establish 
and maintain a ratio between the two precious 
metals if such ratio were far away from that 
practically agreed on by the rest of the civil- 
ized world,.and that to attempt it would sim- 
ply plunge us in a financial turmoil in which 
gold would be utterly displaced and we would 
be reduced to the basis of a depreciated mono- 
metallic currency, that single metal beimg sil- 
ver. So the only thing to be hoped for as a 
release from our present anomalous condition 
is the international conference, the way for 
which has been already paved by the govern- 
ment, which is declared by leading Democrats 
to be the true solution of the difficulty, and 
is now indorsed by the National Board of 
Trade. 

To be on a sound basis, without which it 
could not be permanent, the ratio between 
the values of equal weights of gold and silver 
must be that determined by such a conference 
after a full consideration of all the facts in the 
case, It is of little use to discuss now what 
that ratio ought to be, for conditions may ma- 
terially change in some respects between now 
and the time for holding the conference. But 
the ratio is not likely to be 16 to one, nor the 
first number less than that. It would be idle 
to deny that silver is being produced far more 
cheaply than it could be up to a few years ago, 


and in much greater plenty. The mine-owners 


are furnishing a practical demonstration of 
the fact that they can affurd to produce it at 
even less than a dollar per fine ounce, and to 
rate it as worth $1.29 is not to be expected 
of any considerable number of well-in- 
formed men such as will compose the confer- 
ence if one be held. The commercial worid 
has already decided that the difference in 
values of gold and silver is far greater than it 
used to be, and while that might be lessened 
somewhat by the readoption of, silver coinage 

by the principal nations it could not be nar- 
rowed down tothe distance which obtained 
in the first half of this century, before either 
gold or silver had been produced in such 
abundance as since then. The discovery of 
big sources of supply for both has altered the 
relation between them, just as the discoveries 
of the last few decades have radically modi 

fied the relation between a day’s labor and 
what it can be exchanged for. 

The National Board ot Trade has done well 
to declare in favor of an international con- 
ference on the money question and against 
any further legislation by the United States 
in regard to silver previous to the holding of 
such conferenee, It may be hoped that the 
position taken by this body of reyresentative 
business-men, gathered from the principal 
commercial eenters of the country, will have 
some weight with the mere theorists who have 
recently been trying to shape national legisla- 
tion on the silver question in a way that would 
inevitably bring around a period of deep dis- 
aster instead ef the prosperous times of which 
they are dreaming. 
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THE DRYS MEET WITH A DEFEAT, 

The Prohibitionists of Indiana have met 
with adefeat which they ought to have ex- 
pected. There is a liquor license law in that 
State. A property-owner, near whose prem 
ises a saloon was abont to be started endeav- 
ored to enjoin the granting of a license on the 
ground that the State law was unconstitu- 
tional—that the Constitutiondirects the Legis- 
lature to pass laws for the encouragement of 
education, morality, sobriety, etc,, while by 
licensing saloons that body injures the very 
interests it is ordered to foster. 

The court in its opinion sustaining the law 
told the Drys of Indiana what this paper has 
often told those of Illinois, that if it were not 
for the legislative restriction any one might 
engage in the business of selling intoxicants 
without restraint. The court stated further 
that the object of the license law was not, as 
the Prohibitionists seemed to suppose, to pro- 
tect and assist the saloonkeepers, The lan- 
guage of the United States Supreme Court to 
the following effect is quoted and indorsed: 

The object of the law is to protect the commu- 
nity against the evil of intemperance. The mode 
adopted of prohibiting under penalties the sale 
and keeping for sale of intcxicating liquors with- 


out license is the usual mode adopted in many, 
perhaps all, of the States. It is wholly within the 


discretion of the State Legislatures,

prevent the sale of liquor, because a decided 
majority of the people will drink and cannot

tion. The evils attending the sale of spirits 
would be far greater than at present.

STATES,

Arizona, New Mexico, and Oklahoma. This 


objéctions standing in the way of the admis- 
‘sion of Utah, and made the suggestion that 
the proper solution of the Mormon problem 
would be to meorporate Utah and Nevada, 
and thus save the latter rotten worough from 
the absolute decay and death towards which

The bills for the admission of Arizona and 
New Mexico propose their erection into two 
States, whereas they have not enough white 
population, leaving out Indians and Aztecs, 
tor one. They never will develop more re- 
sources for the support of population and 
Statehood than will .suffice for one State of 
moderate strength. No person of intelligence, 
honesty, and ordinary observation who has 
traveled in them will deny this fact, They 
have some streams which may be used for 
limited irrigation. In Arizona, the Salt River 
Valley has some water resources and there are 
a few other smaller streams. It also has one 
good block of pine land, perhaps 900 or 1,000 
square miles in extent, and the two territories 
have more or less mineral resources 
yet to be developed. Neither, however, 
has sufficient resources of any kind for the 
support of a State of respectable proportions. 
The only solution of the problem is to unite 
them, Asa matter of fact they never should 
have been divided. As to Wyoming and Ida- 
ho, they might well have been kept in their 
Territorial conditions for many years to come. 
When it is considered that it takes 200,000 in- 


a seat in the House of Representatives the 
census of these two States appears ridiculous 
from the standpoint of sovereign States, But 
this can be said in their behalf: They have 
large rivers running through them which are 
capable of irrigating millions of acres and 
tens. of thousands of good farms, and the 
water will be spread over this region 
when Congress passes the necessary legisla- 
tion and donates the arid lands fo the States. 
There are no such rivers, however, to be 
tapped in Arizona orin New Mexico, They 
have only rivulets which are dry in summer. 
As to Oklahoma, the bill for admission pro- 
vides for a State which shall include Oklaho- 
maand the Indian Territory, but does not 
allow the status of the Ingian tribes in the 
eastern partof the Territory to be changed 
without their consent. Ina this ease there is 
no question that the Territory has fertile area 
sufficient to support a large population and 
ample resources for Statehood, bubjhe char- 
acter of the population, which is as yet largely 
Indian, and the provisions as to the Indian 
tribes will stand in the way. Oklahoma: can 
wait awhile, though ultimately it should be 
admitted on the lines of this bill, that is, 
with the whole Indian Territory, But so far 
as the others are concerned, Utah should 
come in, if at all, as a part of Nevada, and 
Arizora and New Metico as ane State only.

RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA, 


Statesamen Prefer Political to Commercial 
-Union—Prof. Goldwin Smith’s Views. 

Wasninetox, D. C., Jan. 31.— [Special.] — 
Reports from Canada indicate that some peo- 
ple there have the notion that an agreement 
for restricted reciprocity may be made with 
the United States. According to these reports 
It is possible that the 
Canadians will send commissioners to 
Washington this spring, but Secretary 
Blaine won’t waste tithe talking restricted 
reciprocity to them. The only kind of reci- 
procity that can be arranged is the unrestrict- 
ed kind. The feeling among public men is 
that this country can afford to wait, if neces- 
sary, until the Canadians seek political instead 
of commercial union, 

Prof. Goldwin Smith of Toronto has been 
in the city this week, Prof. Smith is firmly 
of the opinion that the minion of Canada 
will not be prosperous in until it un- 
restricted commerce with the United States. 
He quoted some 1 statistics the other 
day going to w how Canada is 
hampered ‘by its presert government and 
its failure to find a market on this 
side of the line for its agricultural products 
and for the yield of its fisheries. Nova Scotia 
exists principally on its shipping, and yet, dur- 
ing the last year, there was a decrease of nine 
vessels and 741 tons in the shipping of that 
province. In New Brun@wick the decrease 
amounted to 15,059 tons: Prince Edward’s 
Island there was a decrease: of thirty-six ves- 
sels and 2,530 tons, The decrease in shipping 
is only an indication ofthe decrease of busi- 
ness generally in those provinces, as well as 
the decrease of population. 0 

Mr. Smith thinks that this state of affairs 
cannot go on much longer without inspiring a 
revolutionary tendeney in the people. He 
says that the emigration to the States is 
greater now than ever before, and that, unless 
some reciprocity a ment is entered into 
with the United States the Canadian Govern- 
ment will have hard work to keep from bank- 
ruptey. He did not find here, however, much 
integest in the subject. He was surprised to 
find public men in Washington sd indifferent 
as to whether or not Canada had closer rela- 
tions with the United S It was evident 
to him that Canada will have to take the ini- 
tiative if anything is to be accomplished, and 
without a change in the Canadian Govern- 
ment he does not look for any substantial 
change in the present situation so far as trade 
with the States is concerned.

31.—[Special. |—A 


resolution recently introduced into the Senate 


by Mr. Dawes, and unanimously adopted by 
that body, calls attention ahew to the prog- 


ress of the Indians towards the goal of civili- 


zation and complete citizenship during the 
last few years. The resolution asked the 
Secretary of the ‘Intérior for information 
as to the feasibility of dispensmg with 
one or more of the indian agencies, the 
inference being that such action is now 
regarded as practicable ~ appropriate by 
some of the best friends of the Indians. In 
fact, the suggestion embodied in the resolu- 
tion is known te be favored by the Indian 
Bureau itself. In reference tot matter it 
was learned on inquiry at the bureau that the 

neral tenor of the reply’ to the resolution is 
ikely to be affirmative and favorable rather 
than the reverse. Commissioner Morgan of 
the Indian Bureau said that the resolution was 
in accord with the policy of his office regard- 
ing the agencies and that he considered it 
highly desirable that this policy should be 
carried out to its logical results whenever and 
wherever practicable. There are not many 
agencies, he said, that could be discontinued 
at present, but several may bein the near fut- 
ure. It is probable, he added, that at least 
one ageney may be recommended for discon- 
tinuance immediately.

Could Not Get Their Grain Thrashed. ~

Lovpox, Jan. 31.—The German Emperor, 
not content with being Emperor, now wishes 
to be Pope. That is pretty nearty the real 
meaning of the new Education bill which the 
Lower House of the Prussian Landtag has 
been so fiercely debating all the week. The 
object of this measure is to put the Prussian 
schools in the hands of the clergy, te make 
what is ealled religious instruction obliga- 


tory, to exact a measure of conformity from 


all students. In Count von Caprivi’s words: 
It id a bill against atheism.” ‘The Chancel 
lor and his imperial master seein both to be- 
liese that matters of faith are to be settled by 
statute and that the people of Prussia are 
prepared to put their econsviences and their 
relations with God in the keeping of the King. 

Th® first effect of this new view was the 
resignation of Herr Miquel, Ministet of 
Finance. He resigns because he. thinks that 
this new crusade would upset his budget, a 
curious comimentary indeed on the practical 
working of religion by act of Parliament. 
The Emperor has refused to accept the resig- 
nation, but even in Prussia it is not easy to 
compel a man to be Minister who does not 
wish to be, The second effect is. tö split up 
the government majority. The National 


Liberals have broken away, and it is doubtful — 


whether without them a majority can be 
found for this amazing measure. Not ali the 
Conse rvatives can. be depended upon. The 
first speaker against the bill was a Conserva- 
tive.

SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION. 


The most notdbte feature of the situation is the 
vast accumulation of currency at the money cen- 
tors. For several weeks the statement of the New 
York banks has shown enormous increases in all 
the items. The Satarday’s statement showed a 
further increase of over $12,000,000 in the deposits 
and $3,000,000 in the surplus reserve. Deposits 
never before got up to nearly that total. The re- 
sult is that money is hard to loan at any rate. 
Call leans are being made in New York at 1½ per 
cent and time loans were made last week at the 
lowest figure ever recorded. Loans on first-class 
Steck Exchange ¢ollateral were made for twelve 
months at 3½ per cent 

The surplus is getting unwieldly and there is 
an actual embarrassment in finding a place to 
store the currency. These low rates in New York 
begin to tell on the situation here. There has 
some New York money been offered here, but the 
moral effect of such low rates and. big surplus is 
great even if there is not much direct competi- 
tion for loans. Lower rates here seem inevitable, 
and most of the bankers admit that a5 per cent 
rate will be generally made from now on. 

The prosperity of the country is strikingly 


confined to géographical sections. The great | 


prosperity is, of course, through the West, where 
the full benefit of unprecedented crops is felt. 
On the other hand there is almost as marked de- 
pression in the South, ds a result of unprecedent- 
edly low prices for cotton. It seems to be a 
period of éxttremes, This bélt of depression 
in the South éxtends on, although in a less 
marked degree, to the sil¥er-producing sections. 
The price of silver has dropped to a lower figure 
than has recorded in @ long time before. 
The effect of this is fett sharply in tha cities on 
the Mexican border, Where & considerable inter- 
national trade has been dond.
